SECOND SCHEDULE

1. The objects of the Fund shall be ns follows • — 

(i) to take ovor from the Hub-Committee in India of the Executive 
Council of Kt. Dunsian’s assets of the Fund set out in the Schedule 
"A” hereto and to administoi the same in manner hereinafter 
mentioned and to give a valid discharge to the said Sub-Corn 
mittee from their obligations and liabilities in respect of the said 
assets, so far as India and Nepal are concerned 
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(ii) to provide for the medical or surgical treatment, re-education, train- 

ing in one or more trade or trades, settlement and permanent 
welfare of any Blinded persons including soldiers, sailors, airmen 
and other persons blinded in or as a consequence of tlie First 
World War of 1914-1910, the Second World War 1039-1945 or in 
any other war or warlike operations in which the forces of the 
Union of India and Nepal may at any time be engaged ftr in 
service connected with or subsidiary to such war or warlike opera- 
tions or by or as a consequence of enemy action in the course of 
any such war or warlike operations (hereinafter referred to as 
“War Blinded Persons'’) and so that for the purposes of this 
Fund the word “blinded” shall extend to all cases in which the 
sight has "been so impaired that special care and training arc 
required, and all cases in which the sight is endangered so long as 
the cause of danger continues; provided always that- (1) so long as 
the Institution shall nso the name “St. Dunstan’s” or any other 
words or hitlers implying connection with St, Dunstan’s England, 
as part of the name of the Institution, the Institution shall be 
administered in sympathy with St. Dunstan’s England, and (2) 
the Institution shall f'c.iso to use the name “St. Dunstan s' or 
any othor words or letters implying connection with St. Dunstan s 
England, as part of t-hc name of the Institution of St. Dunstan s, 
England, shall have passed and notified to the Institution a 
resolution to the effect that in the opinion of St. Dunstan’s, 
England, the Institution is no longer being so administered. 

(iii) to provide allowances or other assistance for children and depen- 

dents of Blinded Persons in general and of War Blinded Persons 
in particular in cases no Government allowance or an insufficient 
allowance is made; 

(iv) to attain the main objects of the Fund by all or any of the following 

means, viz : — 

(a) by the provision of general training and training and instruction in 

any trado or profession or handicraft. 

(b) by the provision of houses, shops, land and buildings, with any 

furniture, plant, equipment, stock or materials either gratis or 

on suitable terms of payment; 

(c) by the organisation and supervision of trades, industries or handi- 

crafts and provision of such assistance therein as may be neces- 
sary for Blinded Persons; 

(d) by the provision of pensions or annuities or by grinds or loans of 

money ; 

(e) by the provision of residential hostels and the maintenance 

thoreof with all necessary officers and staffs; 

(f) by such other means as the Fund may from time to time think 

proper; 

(t) to collect and organise the collection of funds for furthering the 
objects of the Fund by advertisements, lectures, entertainment?! 
and all othor menus usually adopted by charities for the collec- 
tion of monies; 

(vi) to do all such other lawful things as are or may ho incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of the above objects or anv of them.
